Angel (iarcia, and Juan Montenegro, other­ 
wise called Jose Huziliu De Castro, the prisoners at the 
bar, have been at the present term of this Court indict­ 
ed by the (irand Jury ©f this District, for a felonious 
and piratic.xl robbery of twenty thou.sand dollars, on 
hoard ol a vessel ol the Fnited States, perpetrated on 
tlie high sea, and witliiu the Adniirality juri.sdiclion of 
the L . Stales. (Jn the tvventy third day of (Jctober, they 
were placed at the bar, informed of the indictiiieiit 
vvhich had been lound and returned against them and 
furnished with copies, and with translations of the same 
into the Spanish language, the language of the pri.son- 
ers. 
( ouiisei, learned in the law, of their own selec­ 
tion from the l>ar of this Court were assigned in their 
defence. 
On the twenty seventh of October, they were 
again put to the bar, and arraigned upon this indict­ 
ment, to which they severally pleaded not guilty. 
On 
the twenty eighth day of October, a list of the traverse 
jurors summoned to tliis court, was delivered to each of 
the prisoners. 
On the tieventh day of November, 
they were again set to the bar and put upon their trial, 
having been first informed hy the Court of their right of 
challenge to the jurors, and a jury was duly empantiell- 
ed for their trial ; all the vvitnes.ses subject to the process 
ol the Court whom the prisoners desired to have sum­ 
moned were sutmiioned in their behalf, bv the process 
of the (iofernm eiit. 
They were defended with fidelity, 
eloquence and learning, by their Counsel, and the Jurv 
after a patient investigation, which occupied fifteen days*, 
returned their verdict, which the Court has recorded, 
that each of these pri.soners is guilty. 
Motions for a 
new trial, and in arrest of judgment have been filed and 
learnedly argued by their Counsel. 
These motions the 
Court has considered and overruled. 
It therefore be­ 
comes my duly to move that judgment be rendered on 
this verdict, and that the sentence which the law awards 
against each of these prisoners at the bar be now pro­ 
nounced. 


T he prisoners were then inioriiied, through Mr Bad- 
1am, the inlerpreKer, that tho Court had delivered an 
opinion overruling the motions for a new trial, and in 
arrest of judgment, and that they were at liberty to 
state any reason, that they might have, why sentence 
should not be pronounced against them. 
All the pris­ 
oners, except Ruiz, who required time, then handed to 
their counsel statem ents in writing, averring their inno­ 
cence and tho falsehood of Perez. 
Charges o f a heinous 
character are confidently advanced in all their statements, 
against Capt Trotter of the British man-of-war brig Cur­ 
lew. T hey all charge Capt T rotter with having used ev­ 
ery im.iginable artifice,together with promises and threats 
to induce the crew of the Pinda to acknowledge that 
they had robbed the Mexican. 


Capt Gibert, in his statement, in which he says he 
sailed from Havana, on the 21st of August, and arrived 
at Cape .Mount, in 37 days ; that on the 4th of June, 
while the Pinda was laying in the river Nazareth, with 
only u part of her sick crew on board, three boats, with 


white men arm ed, and a canoe with Kroomen, came 
round the point, and immediately opened a brisk fire on 
the I’iiida, whose ineifective crew , having no officer to 
direct them , abandoned her ; he states that he was pre­
